62 Car Fatalities 
In This Province 

Alberta Had 6,354 Motor 
Accidents in 1940, l.Obo Per¬ 
sons Injured. Worse than 
War 

In 1940 Alberta’s toll of motor ac¬ 
cidents was the highest in three years. 

During 1940 Alberta had 6,354 mo¬ 
tor accidents, resulting in injuries to 
1,066 persons and death to 62, accord¬ 
ing to the annual report of the pro 
vincial secretary’s department, tabled 
in the Alberta legislature recently. 

In 1939 the report said there were 
5,298 motor accidents resulting in in 
juries to 789 parsons and death to 72. 
In the previous year the toll from 
5,164 accidents was 726 persons in¬ 
jured and 55 killed. 

17 Fatalities 

In 1940, ‘Calgary and Edmonton had 
4,193 accidents of which 17 were fa¬ 
tal. 

The report tabulated fatal accidents 
as follows:- Pedestrians, 18; skidding 
on ice, slippery roads and in loose 
gravel, and blowouts, 18; railway 
crossings, 7; bicycle riders, 6; trying 
to pass on hills and curves, 5; children 
playing in farmyards and "darting 
across street and roadways, 4; collid¬ 
ing and running into street cars and 
motor buses, 4; motor cycle riders, 3; 
jolted from motor vehicles and un¬ 
lighted wagons, 3. 

Of the 62 killed in motor accidents 
in 1940, 21 were drivers. Fourteen 
trucks were involved :n these acci¬ 
dents; four of them •wotc being oper¬ 
ated at railway crossings. 

The report said there were 3,230 
convictions last year in Alberta unde: 
the vehicles and highway traffic ac: 
and 867 under the Criminal Code.

What To Do With Acreage 
Removed from Wheat, to 
Make Farm Earn Fair Re¬ 
turns 

In discussion on the question of 
wheat production and returns,.in the 
House of Commons, a specific case 
was given of the working. The indi- 
vrddhl farmer has been warned hot to 
exceed 65G of his 1940 wheat acre¬ 
age. To produce the 230,000,000 
bushels maximum which the govern¬ 
ment agrees to buy this year, a yield 
of about 12 bushels per acre will sup¬ 
ply the maximum. This is below the 
normal yield in this area. 

Supposing a farmer-sowed 100 acres 
in wheat in 1940. This year he will 
sow only 65 acres in wheat: At the 
maximum of 12 bushels per acre, this 
will give him 800 bushels to sell ,and 
if he grows more, it will jjot^be sold 
under thE-Wheat Board. “ * - 

But ordinarily his farm produces 
much more than 12 bushels per Sere. 
He has a reasonable expectation of 
producing 20 bushels per acre. This 
means he could reasonably put only 
40 acres into wheat to make up his 
maximum of 800 bushels. In addition 
would be seed requirements for the 
1942 season. 

If he picks his best 40 acres for 
wheat, he must cut his last year’s 
wheat production by 60 acres, and if 
he leaves that in summerfallow, he is 
entitled to $4 an acre bonus, which 
would be $240. 

He thus has his 800 bushels (if- it is 
a normal year) at about 53 cts. a bush 
el. This will bring round $425. Added 
to this is the $240 bonus on summer- 
fallow, which totals $664.00. He would 
thus be paid $664 for his farm produc¬ 
tion of 800 bushels, and this would 
mean about 83 cts. a bushel. 

Payment for Storage 
Payment of storage-will be paid in 
1941 on this 230,OIK),000 bushel total, 
Thus he might eapi storage on his 
grain if it could be kept on the farm 
for a few months. This has been done 
by many on the 1940 wheat, earning 
two-third cts. a bushel per month. If 
a farmer can hold his wheat on his 
farm from Nov. 1 to Aug. 1, 1941, this 
gives him 6 cts. extra a bushel. 

Next July the government will have 
to decide whether it will continue pay 
storage on 1940' wheat. This may be 
done to keep it off tbs market. There 
are still 146 million bushels wheat on 
the farms. 

With Coarse Grains 

This is considering only summer-' 
fallow as an alternative. But there is 
also the bonus for coarse grains. If 
the farmer has cattle oT hogs or even 
poultry, he may put in 30 or 40 acres 
, of oats, barley or clover. He gets $2 
an acre bonus for this production, and 
in addition may sell the yield through 
livestock. 

Flax Production 
May Be One Outlet 

Flax is regarded as a fairly depend¬ 
able cash crop in spring wheat areas, 
and it is believed the market will ex¬ 
pand. The cost per acre is about the 
same as wheat, and the average Al¬ 
berta yield is about 7.6 bushels per 
acre. Flax usually sells for about 
double the price of wheat. 

In th>s past Canada has imported a 
large part of its flax requirements. 

It is fairly hardy, about the same as 
wheat, but a frost so severe as to kill 
the plants to the ground will prevent 
any further growth. It is susceptible 
to frost in the blossom stage, but blos¬ 
soming usually comes in late July. As 
it approaches maturity it becomes 
quite resistant, and can be left stand¬ 
ing with little frost danger. The 
worst menace is weeds. It is a shal- . 
low rooted crop, but does not deplete 
land to any greater degree than or¬ 
dinary crops. It should be seeded at 
about one inch in firm, moist, clean 
seed bed. — 

The Bison and Redwing are two 
varieties suited to Albefta. Redwing 
is earlier maturing. 

Flax is sometimes grown with 
wheat, and returns are about the 
same as if grown singly. But the 
wheat helps to keep down weeds. A 
mixture approved is about half bush¬ 
el wheat and 26 lbs. of flax as a good 
ratio. Separation must be made im¬ 
mediately after threshing. 

Canadian flax is or high quality an<T 
well received on the U.S. market. Ar¬ 
eas producing low quality wheat, us¬ 
ually produce good quality flax. 

Seeding is usually from May I to 
20. It is ready for cutting when bolls 
are ripe. About 25 to 35 pounds per 
acre is recommended for seeding.

Germany in 1914 


AN issue of the Western Home Monthly of Decem¬ 
ber 1914, is in the office, and makes interesting 
reading. Extracts from the editorial comment of that 
date, might have been -w ritten today. The Germanic 
faith in racial superiority was the motive then as it is 
now. 

The editorial writer of 1914, says: “As the old Ger¬ 
mans would sacrifice everything to philosophy, or learn¬ 
ing, or music, or industry, so the new Germans sacrifice 
everything to war. 

Surely the Germans of the future will look back to 
the wicked barbaric theories which now poison their 
minds as alterable nightmare. The sense of German 
superiority is instilled in the ridiculous assumption that 
they are Supermen, .entitled to dominate the world. 

“The truth is,' we ourselves, were unprepared for war. 
But Germany was prepared oil sea as well as on land, 
and had-been preparing for this war tor the last twenty- 
five years. When she struck she carried out the old 
Prussian policy of Frederick the Great who said, ‘The 
nation is a fool, if having power to strike its enemy un¬ 
awares, it does not strike and strike its deadliest.’ Kjr 
all these years Germany’s- statesmen, soldiers, profes¬ 
sors and,preachers have instilled into the German mind 
that Germany must trust to the sword to acquire an 
Empire dominating ’the. World. They are told that the 
Highest culture is born-of war and the supreme object 
of nations is only achieved by war. 

“Britain was not prepared for this war, and we must 
lose heavily .in human life and money for lack of fore¬ 
sight and preparation. 

“If Germany were to win this war, the whole civilized 
world would be obliged to bear continuously and to ever 
increasing amount, the burden of great armaments. 
They would live in constant fear of sudden invasion, now 
here, now there—a terrible fear against which neither 
treaties nor profession of peaceful intentions would of¬ 
fer the least-security. Germany is fighting foully, de¬ 
fying rules of war and humanity alike. The noble spir¬ 
it which German writers claim is inspired by war, in¬ 
cludes espionage, sailing under false flags and butcher¬ 
ing helpless wounded. 

“It seems that the only way to enduring peace must 
come through war. We must believe we are God's min¬ 
isters to put an end for all time to this reign of militar¬ 
ism. It is ours to bring about a new* condition in which 
there will be no need of armaments. Let us then do out- 
duty in our day, thrice armed by the justice of our 
cause." 

Little did those writers of 1914 anticipate that in 25 
years the world would be once more in bloody conflict 
with the supermen hallucinations of the Prussian,

Maynard Hopes It Will Not 

Be Necessary Invoke Leg¬ 
islation; Other Legislation 

A bill empowering the L ; eutenant- 
<loverno/-in J Council to declpr.e a mor¬ 
atorium on certain debts, in case the. 
lVubt Adjustment Art Ls proved ul¬ 
tra vires, has been introduced by Hon. 
Lucien Maynard. He hopes that it 
may n?ver be called inlo'use, and it is- 
.ipplied only to debts incurred prior to 
' July 1,1936. 

J. J. Bowlen, in 1 questioning the 
Moratorium Act, asks: “lf.a morator¬ 
ium is necessary now what will it be 
like afterthe war?” It was Mr. May¬ 
nard's opinion it would be Aery .much 
worse. Mr. Maynard said that it was 
true that a delegation from the U.F. 
A. had asked for debt protective leg¬ 
islation. A protest from, the Inde¬ 
pendents was that most of the debt 
legislation is in the power of the fed¬ 
eral government, and debt postponing 
legislation does not do the farniffs 
much good. 

It was urged that the provincial 
government try to work more closely 
with the federal government for ef¬ 
fective debt settlement. The Farmers 
Creditor Act has saved more than $19- 
000,000 for the farmers. Mr. May- 
1 nard contended that 00', of the far¬ 
mers were in default under the Far¬ 
mer-Creditor Act, and that it had not 
taken into account the actual ability 
to pay. 

“Until the farmer is put in position 
to meet his obligations, he is entitled 
to all the protection he can get,” said 
Mr. Maynard. ■ . 

Mr. Mahalfy (Ind.) ssftd a district 
judge could not annul an arrangement 
in case of default if the reasoitg-for 
default were beyond the farmer’s con¬ 
trol. 

Mr. MahalTy moved for deletion of 
the clause giving? power to invoke the 
measuie to lieutenant-governor in 
council. He considered that a very 
serious clause.

the new Alberta arrangement for coj- 
oring farm fuel had been copied. The 
approved amendment in penalizing all

.Mr. Strange says that there are 
300,000 farming families on the prai¬ 
ries and these support 200,000 other 
families dealinf^iji.1 farm products. To 
support these families there will have 
to be .a total crop of 1160 million and 
the government might as well have 
wheat, for its money, as give support 
for nothing at all. 

He believes the grain companies can 
quite easily supply storage, if tte 
government will promise to buy the 
wheat at a satisfactory price. 

He points out that there have-til- 
i.3ady been two-large crops in succes¬ 
sion, and that fall moisture is 82'/f of 
normal, thus reducing odds for an¬ 
other big product. And if there were 
a big crop it could be stored. 

He quotes the Tood Ministry and 
' Mr. Churchill in encouraging great re¬ 
serves of food.so that the Nani ridden 
people would know that once the Ger¬ 
man yoke is removed ttere would be 
‘•flocks of food available. 

The world, he says, uses 6,1100 mil¬ 
lion bushels annually, so that even a 
600 million surplus is only 10'/i of the 
, world s need, and Canadian carryover 
at the most is no more than a 60-day 
supply for the world". 

“What has even been regarded in 
-wartime as the bast munition-of war. 
Napoleon lost Europe because there 
v. as no bread forjiis Grand ATiny. The 
Allies almost lost the Great War in 
its first year, because of scarcity of 
wheat, i think we should be _happy 
that nature has provided the- AIlies 
this time with great abundance of

, H. G. L. Strange, writing in the 
Canadian Countrymen, sees great 
dangers in drastic reduction of wheat. 
He says:
